Tho scheme did not .mate- 
rializo, however. until the winter 
of 1930 whon he obtained the assist- 
ance’ of the Provincial Government 
and tho Sino-Foreign Famine Relicf 
Committee. In the spring of 1931, 
operations wero actually, started. 


According to Mr. Li, the canal is 
Pir a development and extension 
of tho ancient Hrigation. system 
built at’ various periods during’ the 
Chin, Sung, and Ming Dynasties. 
Nevertheless, it~ constitutes a 
gigantio project, tho importance of 
which may be gauged from the fact 
that it will serve: to irrigate, with 


the water diverted from King Ho j. 


(River), a tributary of the Wei Ho, 
from 500,000 to 600,000 mow of fields 
of tho five districts of Kingyang, 
jKaoling, Spnyuon, -Lintung and 
Lichuan. a :
